WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS)—Chris- 
tianity "Today, the evangelical fort- 
nightly published here, is opposed to 
the proposed Constitutional amend- 
ment on prayer. 


“Genuine piety is fostered not by 
government .but by families and 
individ@ats “who practice. reverence 
for God and obedience to him in all 
their activities and associations," the 
magazine states in an-editorial in its 
Oct. 8 issue. ~ c 


The amendment, bottled up in the 
House of Representatives Judiciary 
Committee for eight years, has been 
forced to the House floor. A vote will 
be taken in the late Fall. 


The amendment reads: ‘Nothing in 
this Constitution shall abridge the 
right of persons lawfully assémbted, 
in any public building which is .sup-

about God as Father. Children need 
parents or adequate substitutes. 


1. Jesus needed parents to provide 


‘physical needs for-the child. As a 


baby, Jesus needed protection from 
Herod who wanted to kill the child. 
But he needed even more the essen- 
tials of life. We have laws that pro- 
tect the child from neglect. Today. we 
see some who are questioning the 
laws that protect the child before he 
is born. Someone has said, ‘‘The fa- 
mily is the physical and cultural 
womb out of which the child is born 
a mature and civilized human being 
capable of growing into the fullness of 
the stature of Christ.” 

But the child has needs that many 
arents forget. Raymond Camp, au- 
or of the column, ‘Wood, Fish, and 
Stream,” for the New York Times, ~ 
received a letter from a boy which 
read: ‘‘Would you tell me where I 


could find a place to fish that is not - 


more than 5 or 6 miles from my home 
in Queens? I am 14 and have saved 
up enough to buy a rod and reel and 
line, but donot know where to go 
fishing: my father.goes almost évery 
weekend but he fishes with old*men

The word 
not mean much to me until a few years ago. It was my thought that it had about 
the same meaning as the word ‘“‘Amen.” Then a seminary professor told one 
of his classes how he had learned its true meaning. 


Dr. John R. Sampey, Proféssor of Old Testament and Hebrew at our 


Louisville seminary gave an assignment to one of his classes in Hebrew. 
The students were told to do some research on the meaning of the word ‘‘Selah.”’ 
One student reported that it had about the same meaning as 
“‘Amen,”’ Another reported that it was a musical sign which 
called for a pause when the Psalm was being sung. Another 
student suggested jokingly that ‘‘Selah’” was what David said 
when a string broke on his misic&l instrument. Dr. Sampey 
told the class that ‘‘Selah” was placed after unusual and pre- 
cious declarations and revelations in the Bible, and should be 
translated,—‘Think of that."" ‘Pause for a moment and medi- 
tate upon what you have just read.” 


“‘Selah"’ appears three times in Psalm 3. Verse 2 reads, 
“Many there be which say of my soul, There is no help for 
‘him in God. Selah!’ Think of that. God blesses us continually. He strengthens 
feeble hands and hearts, and helps us when we are weak and worn and weary. 
He fomforts us when we are sad, gives fellowship to us when we are lonely 
and is-a Friend to the friendless..He provides for all our needs according to 
His riches in glory by Christ Jesus. Yet there are those who say, “There is.no 
help in God: Selah! Think.of that.” : 


“One of the eentrat teachings of «the Bible is that there is help for us .in 
God. ‘‘God is our refuge and strength, a very present help in trouble. There- 
for will not we fear, though the earth be removed, and though the mountains 
be carried into the midst of the, Sea—The Lord of hosts is with us; the God of 
Jacob is our refuge. Selah!” <Realen.4: 1,2, aD c
